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Why Unknown Soldier's Tomb 
Bears No Scratch or Flaw

The tomb of the Unknown Soldier stands high 


- above the Potomac on a grassy slope in Arling- 


ton National Cemetery. Inscribed on. its clean 
white marble are these words: 


"Here rests in honored glory *n American 


soldier known but to God." 
Few memorials to our war dead catch so 


simply and nobly the spirit of dedication we 
feel toward our fallen sons. Unhappily too much 
sentiment, too much sculpture, too many words 
have often marred our memorials. 


In a year or so, there'll be a new tomb to 


the Unknown Soldier of World War II. Already 
the complex task of selecting soldiers from 
half a dozen major war theaters is under way. 


Every American must hope and pray that 


from beginning to end this labor is marked by 
the same elemental depth of feeling which 
guided the erection of the tomb honoring a 
fighting man of World War I. 


The homage we pay to unknown men is a 


iar deeper thing than it might seern at first. 
It is a way of saying that, to a free people like 
ourselves, all life is dear. No man, known or 
unknown, must go unhonored in this land when 
he has sacrificed himself in its defense. 


That is why we do this. That is why the 


shining tomb in Arlington bears no scratch or 
flaw. That is why a soldier stands guard over 
ifee shrine 24 hours a day. 


The tomb is the evidence in stone of America's 


faith in man—any man. 


• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Acheson's Big Job Was 
Convincing Bevin of Need 
For French-German Pool 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON. — Most important job 
put 


across by Dean Acheson during the Big Three 
conference was at a private Lancaster house 
talk with Ernie Bevin. Actually. »the talk took 
place before the Big Three conference started 
and had to do with the all-important, but oh, 
so tender question of a British blessing for the 
proposed French-German iron-coal pool. 


Before talking to Bevin, Acheson had been 


in Paris where Foreign Minister Schuman had 
also discussed his plan for the French-German 
pooling of iron and coal, and had expressed the 
fear that the British would be opposed. So he 
asked Acheson's help. 


Personalities sometimes play a big part in 


moulding the peace of the world. One personal 
factor regarding the Big Three is that Acheson 
and Schuman instinctively like each 
other. 


Furthermore, Schuman, born in Alsace, a prov- 
ince that has been shunted back and forth be- 
tween Germany and France for almost a cen- 
tury, realizes the vital importance of French- 
German cooperation. 


As a boy, Schuman learned to speak German 


along with French. When he grew up he served 
\n the German army in World War I. He didn't 
want to serve, but he had to. Now, as Foreign 
Minister of France, he believes that the two 
countries which have bled each other white three 
times in 85 years must learn to live in peace. 


And the key to peace is cooperation regarding 


the iron and coal of the Ruhr and Rhineland. 


Acheson Convinces Bevin 
That, • in brief, was the thesis which Foreign 


Minister Schuman sold Acheson, and it didn't 
take too much selling. Acheson was strong for 
it. 


The real selling was when Acheson met Ernie 


Bevin in London. Here again personalities en- 
tered the picture. The British consider Aeheson 
a staunch friend. His mother was a Canadian, 
a member of the wealthy Gooderham-Hiram 
Walker distilling family, and unquestionably 
many of his policies have been strongly pro- 
British. 


Therefore, 
when 
Foreign 
Minister 
Bevin 


started kicking over the traces against the 
Schuman plan, he found himself facing the per- 
suasive arguments of a friend. 


Bevin didn't like the economic 
union of 


Western Europe for several reasons, one of them 
being that the "British Labor government must 
operate under fixed prices with a protected 
market, and can't compete well with the free 
mass market'of a European economic union. 


Another reason is Britain's traditional bal- 


ance-of-power policy of playing France and 
Germany against each other. 


However, Acheson, during his private, Lan- 


caster house conference, pointed out that co- 
operation between France and Germany was 
the only hope for future European peace and 
finally won the belligerent British foreign min- 
ister around. 


To show good faith. Prime Minister Attiee 


next day made a guarded statement in the House 
of Commons favoring the Schuman plan. 
British Sabotage? 
However, State Department officials are now 


worried over diplomatic grapevine reports that 
the British have started working backstage to 
scuttle the Schuman plan. 
Substantiation of 


these reports comes from John F. Eeynolds, a 
London observer with his pulse on the foreign 
office, who writes: 


"Now that the series vL London •oufer«ac« 


Ss over, Hie foreign office i« facing one of its I 
stiffest tasks. M. Monnet, the French expert, I 
has explained the (Schuman) plan to pool West- 
ern Europe's heavy industries, a technical com- 
mittee of international experts will get busy 
to work out details, and it will be up to the 
foreign office to stifle the plan. 


"It will not be killed outright, but will be 


softened considerably. 


"Though Mr. Attiee has welcomed the French 


initiative as a valuable contribution to the pro- 
motion of European unity, both the foreign of- 
fice and the treasury are worried. 


"On the international coal and steel author- 


ity, which would run the pool, Britain would 
be an a hopeless minority. Not only would this 
mean the beginning of the end of Britain's 
sovereignty, but it would also seriously threaten 
labor's policy of economic planning and nation- 
alisation, for neither Germany nor France are 
inclined to change their present economic sys- 
tem, which is non-socialist." 


So rfc looks as if Dean Acheson would have 


to exert his friendly influence on the British 
all over again.

Truman on Civil War 
President Truman, whose family had differ- 


ing views on the Civil War, got into a war- 
between-the-states discussion with Congressman 
Harley Staggers of West Virginia, the other 
day, when the Congressman invited him to visit 
Elkins, W. Va. 


"I know something about Elkins," replied the 


President. "It was named after a man from 
my state." 


"Yes, Stephen B. Elkins was born in Mis- 


souri," agreed Congressman Staggers, "but he 
won fame as a United States Senator from West 
Virginia He was a Republican." (Staggers is 
a Democrat.) 


"A story goes with that," reminisced Truman, 


'His father, 'Kit' Elkins, and my grandfather 
were close friends. One day they got to talking 
politics and 'Kit' asked my granddad who was 
going to win the Civil War. 


"My granddad said there was no doubt about 


it—the north would win, because it had th* raw 
materials, the industries and the 
Then he inquired why 'Kit' had 
question. 


"Elkins, a Democrat, replied that he wanted 


to be 'on the winning side.' 


"Upshot was that Elkins became a Republi-

Taylor, who had made the mis- 


take of going into the stock brok- 
erage business in 1929, then de- 
cided to try out as a production 
man for radio station WMAJK in 
'Buffalo, N. Y. 


One day in October, 1930. a 


gale disrupted the CBS wires to 
the station and on short notice, 
Taylor and Budd Hulick, a WM- 
AK announcer, filled m a la- 
minute gap. 
"Colonel" Born During: Storm 


Thus "Colonel Lemuel Q. Stoop- 


nagle was born during a storm," 
as Taylor put it later. 


Between 1931 and 1937 the pair

The Taylor-Hulick partnership 
dissolved in 1937.

comedian. He was featured over 
the Yankee on Town Hall Var 
ieties in 1938. In 1939-40 he wa 
quizmaster in the "Qulxie Doodle 
Contest" over the mutual net- 
work. 
A Featured "Entertainer 
for the next seven years he 


was heard on several summer re- 
placement shows, and on his 50th 
birthday on Oct. 4, 1947, he was 
a featured 
entertainer on the 


Vaughn Monroe show. 


He made numerous guest ap- 


pearances on radio shows, one 
of the latest on NBC's 
Duffy's 


Tavern on Feb. 23, 1950. 


Taylor wrote several magazine 


pieces and a number of humor- 
ous books. 


Taylor was born in Buffalo N 


T., on Oct. 4, 1897. 


His father was Horace F, Tay- 


lor, a lumber merchant, and his 
mother, the former Sara Chase, 
descended from the same family 
as Salmon P. Chase, the Ohio 
statesman.
